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Two black males remain at 
large this week after a daring 
daylight robbery of a rural store 
located in the Pine Level 
Community. 

The Robert Kilcrease Grocery, 
located nine miles north of Elba on 
Highway 141, was robbed on 
Wednesday, July 2, at approxi- 
mately 11:30 a.m., by two black 
males, one of which was armed with 
a shotgun. 

According to Robert Kilcrease 
Jr., owner of the store, he was sitting 
behind the counter on the morning of 
the robbery when two black males 
entered the front of the store and 
said, ‘‘Stick 'em up!”’ 

The robber with the shotgun then 
asked who “‘ran the till,’’ and after 
Kilerease answered he did, the 
robber instructed the owner to give 
the second robber all the money. 

After getting the money, the 
robbers forced Kilcrease and his 
uncle, Claudell Kilcrease (the only 
customer in the store), to go to the 
back of the store and lie down. The 
men were told to remain on the floor 
until the robbers fled through the 
front door and left by car. 

The younger Kilcrease stated the 
robbers escaped with $315 in cash. 

The robber carrying the gun wore 
no mask and at no time attempted to 
conceal his identity, while his 
accomplice pulled a T-shirt up to his 
eyes to cover his face. 

‘| didn’t really think they’d use 
the gun,’’ said Robert Kilcrease Jr., 
“but when we had to lie down in the 
back, it did cross my mind.” 


The elder Kilcrease stated, ‘'l 
was just sitting down drinking on a 
soft drink when they came in and | 
could see one of ‘em had something 
in his hand. | saw the gun when he 
started waving it and I asked him not 
to shoot anybody. He kept looking at 
me and waving the gun, but I just sat 
still and kept drinking my drink.’’ 

The store owner said a neighbor 
reported seeing a car matching a

description of the getaway car earlier 
in the day and said the car turned 
around in her driveway three times. 
She said the car was occupied by two 
black men, drinking beer. 
Roadblocks were set up on major 
roadways within minutes of the 
robbery; however, the area is 


criss-crossed by countless county 
roads, both paved and unpaved, 
making contact almost impossible.

Supt. Johuny Vaughan resigns county post 


Johnny Vaughan, Supt. of the 
Coffee County School System for the 
past seven years, resigned his 
position this week to accept the post 
of superintendent of Troy City 
Schools. 

Vaughan's resignation will 
become effective July 31; however, 
he will assume his duties in Troy on 
July 15 as agreed by the Coffee 
County Board of Education. 

“Il think Coffee County's school 
system is as good as any in the 
nation,’’ stated Vaughan, ‘‘and the 
decision to leave it was a difficult one 
to which | gave a lot of thought. The 
decision to leave was not based on 
dissatisfaction in Coffee County, but 
simply a professional move | felt I 
needed to make.”’ 

“With the help of the school 
board, the staff, the parents and 
students, we were able to accomplish 
alotin the past 7 years,’’ Vaughan 
said. ‘‘We built two elementary 
schools, an area vocational center, 
consolidated two junior high schools, 
got all schools accredited and scored 
among the tops in the state on all 
testing programs. 

“The Coffee County School 
System is in sound financial 
condition,’’ continued Vaughan, 
‘even with proration. The system is 
in good shape and I know it will 
continue to be after I leave.”’ 

When asked about the job ahead 
at Troy, Vaughan stated, ‘‘Troy has 
financial problems that must be

County Comm. Billy Paul Owens 


dies of heart attack Monday 


Coffee County Commissioner 
Billy Paul Owens died suddenly 
Monday afternoon following a 
massive heart attack. He was 48 
years old and serving his first term 
on the county governing body. 

Friends and family members 
pieced together the last hours before 
his death. Monday afternoon he was 
visiting in the Elba courthouse, 
moving from office to office as he 
often did. He began to complain of 
indigestion and was offered a Rolaid 
- which he took. When the pain in his 
chest continued to get worse, Owens 
drove himself to the Elba General 
Hospital for an examination. His 
heart problem was discovered and’ 
treatment was begun. Local medical 
technicians realized he needed 
specialty treatment and arranged a 
transfer to Dothan. 

As they were approaching 
Enterprise, the paramedics in the 
ambulance realized he was having 
more trouble and advised the driver 


‘‘We had made plans for a three 
percent proration,’’ stated Crews,

built in a three percent cut,”’ 
Vaughan said, ‘‘so at least we were 
ready for a cut of some kind. Almost 
90 percent of the county budget goes 
to salaries, which can’t be cut, That 
means the losses must be made up 
out of local funds, which we don’t 
have!

“The loss in funding means we 
can’t afford to buy new buses; we'll 
have to cut supplies and reduce our 
maintenance  force,"’ added 
Vaughan. ‘‘We'll have to cut items 
that are badly needed, but items that 
can be cut.

HORTICULTURE TIPS

JULY GARDENING 

Despite the usual July heat, there 
are some gardening chores to be 
done this month. 

You can root shrub cuttings late 
this month and mulch to keep the soil 
moist around them. 

Keep roses healthy and actively 
growing. Apply fertilizer, but wash 
the foliage to prevent burning if any 


fertilizer falls on the plants. 

Water annuals and perennials as 
needed. Spider mites can be a 
problem during hot weather, so 


kelthane may be needed to control 
them. You can plant Iris and spider 
lily bulbs in July 

Plant beans, field peas, ruta- 
bagas, squash, New Zealand spinach 
and Irish potatoes. If you are going 
to plant tomatoes for this fall, use 
limb cuttings from your present 
plants. Almost any limb tips will 
develop roots, but well-matured limb 
tips that are 5-7 inches long make the 
best cuttings. Remove all leaves 
except a few at the tip of the limbs. 
Root them in sand, vermiculite or

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Mums are one of the best plants 
for fall blooms of color from 
mid-September until frost. They are 
very easy to care for and are 
available in a wide variety of forms 
and colors. 

Chrysanthemums do best in a 
sunny location. When shaded, they 
become spindly and lose the lower 
leaves. 

Actively growing mums need a 
lot of water. Apply at least one inch 
of water each week. You'll have less 
trouble with leaf diseases if the 
foliage is kept dry, especially during 
the night.

Delicious 

Carlos Harper of Route 1, New 
Brockton, has about an acre of 
blueberries. He started about four 
years ago with 20-30 plants and now 
has around 100 plants of different 
varieties. Harper is becoming an 
expert on .blueberry culture. He 
reads everything that he can find 
from the experiment stations and 
universities in Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, and other southern states. 
He is experimenting with different 
varieties and is becoming a booster 
of two or three of the better varieties 
for this area. At the end of this 
growing season | will give a more 
detailed report on the varieties and 
growing gat he uses. 

Harper sells his blueberries 
primarily in the Wiregrass area. He 
has developed a market which takes 
all of the berries he can produce and 
deliver. 

Incidentally, there are few things 
more delicious than a blueberry pie 
or a blueberry cobbler -- especially 
when they are made from fres 
Coffee County grown blueberries. 


Buffalograss Control 

Fusilade 2000 can be used to 
control buffalograss and other 
grasses in peanuts until July 15. 
Fusilade has a temporary use permit 
which expired July 1, but was 
extended to July 15. It is an excellent 
material to control buffalograss. 

_ Be sure to use one quart of crop 
oil per 25 gallons of spray mix when 
you use Fusilade. Fusilade won't be 
effective unless you use the crop oil. 
Fusilade is not effective on nutgrass 
or weeds. 


Home Grown 

Johnny Jones, who lives on Route 
1, Enterprise, has been growing 
watermelons just about all of his life. 
This year he has some beautiful 
Jubilee variety watermelons. The 
Jubilee is a large, oblong melon with 
stripes. He also has some of the most 
delicious cantaloupes that I have 
tasted, In fact, he has just about 
spoiled the secretaries here at the 


Pxtension office because they buy 
cantaloupes from him and keep them 
in the office until they go home. The 
aroma is just about irresistible. 
Herbert Holloway, who lives 3 
miles southwest of New Brockton, 
has several acres of watermelons this 
year which were planted early. The 
dry weather hurt the size on some 
varieties, but he has some excellent 


quality watermelons which he is’ 


marketing now. 

We have never grown many 
watermelons commercially in Coffee 
County. However, two or three 
people are beginning to plant fairly 
large acreages. The key to water- 
melon production is planting early 
and having good disease control and 
getting enough rainfall at the right 
time to get good size. If you can get 
them ripe early enough, you won't 
have problems in marketing at a 
good price. 


SAFETY 


Coffee County farmers are busy! 
There is a lot of tractor and 
machinery activity on Coffee County 
farms. Sprayers of all types are 
being used. Of course, the normal 
cultivations and plantings continue. 

I haven't heard of a serious farm 
accident this spring and so far this 
summer. However, the recent 
highway accidents involving drivers 
are very, very tragic. All ages are 
involved in automobile and farm 
accidents. 

If you have young people in your 
family who are driving cars, caution 
them to drive carefully. Usually, the 
higher the rate of speed, the more 
likely a person is to have an accident. 
Emphasize defensive driving. 
Caution your family to watch closely 
for other cars and to allow enough 
time to get to your destination 
without feeling any pressure to 
speed. By all means, caution drivers 
in your family to cut the speed by at 
least one-third when it is raining or 
driving conditions are poor.

More and more people are 
enjoying recreational all-terrain 
vehicles (ATVs), especially three- 
wheelers, The increasing popularity 
of these vehicles, unfortunately, has 
been accompanied by a high number 
of fatal and disabling accidents. 

Last lyear, 85,000 ATV accidents 
were serious enough for the victims 
to require medical treatment, 
according to the National Safety 
Council. 

No one's fun should be spoiled by 
a preventable accident. The 
Alabama _ Association Future 
Farmers of America urges ATV 
users to exercise extra caution when 
driving these recreational vehicles. 
By adhering to the following ATV 
safety tips, people may be able to 
avoid a serious accident: 

...Read your owner's manual, noting, 
all operating, safety and 
maintenance instructions. 

..Young people should not be 
allowed to operate any ATV until 
they are old enough to handle it 
safely. Beginning riders must have 
proper instruction--have them 
practice first on level ground before 
moving to rough or unfamiliar 
territory. 

+A helmet, eye protection, boots,

ARE YOU TRYING TO PLAY GOD? 


Every person wants. to 
understand himself or herself and to 
answer the question, ‘‘Who am I?” 
That’s natural. At first glance it 
would seem logical that this could be 
done by looking within yourself by 
getting to know the God who made 
you and believing what He has to say 
about human nature. 

Socrates was into a ‘“‘know 
thyself’’ trip. Shakespeare took oP 
the theme with his ‘‘to thy own self 
be true’’ bit. Some swami has stated, 
“The inner self of everyone is 
supreme. It is not sinful.”’ 

If you're going to believe that 
truth is to be found inside you, by 
self-realization, you must believe 
that you ‘have no sin and that you, 
not God, are the source of truth. Yet, 
there are many visible proofs of 
human sin--the child who suffers 
because of an alcoholic father. the 
misfit who is treated cruelly by 
others, and the people who trample 
everyone just to make more money.

QUESTION: 
How do you join the church of Christ? 


Americans join many organizations, from civic clubs like Rotary and 
Lions, to personal development clubs such as Toastmasters, to 
.T.A. It is natural that one would think 
about ‘‘joining the church.”’ As strange as it may seem, however, one 
cannot ‘‘join the church of Christ.’’ The idea of ‘‘joining the church’ 
carries with it the thought that the church is just like any other 
organization, that one may join at will. The church is different from any 
other organization on earth, however, becasue of its divine origin. 

If one cannot “‘join the church,’’ then how does one become a 
member of the church? The second chapter of Acts describes the 
beginning of the Lord’s church, on the day of Pentecost, almost 2,000 
years ago. The last verse of the chapter says, ‘‘And the Lord added to 
the church daily those who were being saved”’ (Acts 2:47). So we do not 
‘join the church,’’ but we are added to the church by the Lord as we 


Some discount the value of the church, and say that it is 
unimportant, but the church is the body of Christ. ‘He is the head of 
the body, the church’’ (Col. 1:18). The church is so valuable, that 
Christ sacrificed Himself for it: ‘‘Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it (Eph. 5:25). Since 
the Lord, ‘‘added to the church daily those who were being saved,’’ and 
the church is the body of Christ, and He *‘gave himself for it,’’ salvation 
and the church are tied together. When one is saved, the Lord adds 
him to His church. The key then, is, ‘‘what must I do to be saved? 

After hearing that sermon on Pentedost, realizing that they had 
crucified the very Son of God, the multitude of Jews cried out, ‘‘Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?’’ (Acts 2:37). Their cry showed that 
they recognized Jesus as the Son of God, and that they wanted to turn 
from sin and obey Christ. Peter's reply was, Picea and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for t 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost’’ (Acts 2:38). 

Those on Pentecost expressed faith in Christ by the very nature of 
their question, and then they were told to ‘‘repent and be baptized 
every one of you for the remission (forgiveness) of sins.’’ ‘*Then they 
that gladly received his word were baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about three thousand souls’’ (Acts 2:41). Three 
thousand obeyed Christ in baptism, and the Lord added them to His 
church, The other conversion accounts in Acts show that each was 
saved by obeying the Lord in baptism, following repentance and faith 
in Christ. We do not ‘‘join the church,"’ but when we obey Him, the 
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world is an illusion, you can't 
possibly consider yourself the 
ultimate source of truth. 

Here's the way Rabi Maharaj, 
who was a Hindu yogi before he gave 
his life to Jesus describes it: ‘'l 
believed as a Hindu that I was 
divine...that everything was divine. I 
knew it was impossible for man to 
become God.: So that was my first 
and major dilemma, not knowing the 
real God, but knowing He was there 
and not being able to find him in 
Hinduism. Then...as Hindus 
believed that I was perfect and 
divine and whereas I tried to believe 
it with my head, I knew my own 
imperfections, my own limitations. 1 
did what every good Hindu does to 
find the truth; I looked into myself... 
When | looked into myself, I didn't 
see God. I saw sin. P 

Believing that the physical world 
is not real, erasing the difference 
between reality and fantasy, is the 
only way that a person can believe 
that he or she is divine. 

The Bible teaches that God is 
above and apart from the people that 
He created and that man was made 
to worship God, You have no right to 
be in the ‘‘God business.’’ You are 
not divine and you never will be . 

Ask the God who made you to run 
your life and to give you 
understanding about yourself. It’s as 
sensible as reading the 
manufacturer's directions instead of 
asking your alarm clock, ‘‘What 
makes you tick?’’ You don’t have to 
be another stage failure trying to 
play God. 

‘‘All things were made through 
Him (Jesus, the Word], and without 
Him was not anything made that was 
made”’ [John 1:3). 

‘‘He [Jesus] knew all men and 
needed no one to bear witness of 
man; for He himself knew what was 
in man’’ [John 2:25].

Air Conditioners

Q. How can I prevent water 
dripping from the air conditioner into 
the room? 

A. According to home economists 
improper installation can cause 
dripping into the room. If the unit is 
tilted incorrectly, water will drain 
inside instead of outside, Follow the 
manufacturer's instructions when 
installing the air conditioner unit 
Dripping usually occurs during times 
of extreme humidity. To minimize 
drippage. keep doors closed, turn 
thermosta: to a warmer setting, use 
a medium rather than low fan setting 
and make certain the drain hole in 
the back of the unit is not plugged 

Q. What causes my air 
conditioner to ‘‘ice up''? 

A. Freeze up usually occurs 
because of miscalculation on the part 
of the user. It most frequently 
happens for the following reasons: 
Using the unit when the out-door 
temperature is too cold. 

.. The filter needs cleaning, 

.The thermostat setting is too cold. 
..- The area to be cooled is too large 
for the capacity of the air 
conditioner.

Although Summer didn’t arrive 
until June 21, officials at the 
Alabama Poison Center say they 
have been receiving ‘‘summer 
related”’ poisoning calls for the past 
several weeks 

This year in Alabama over 45,000 
people will be poisoned, and many of 
these will occur during the summer 
months. With this in mind, the 
Alabama Poison Center is 
announcing a ‘Summer Poison 
Alert.”’ 

Dr. Robert J. Geller, Co-medical 
director fo the Alabama Poison 
Center, says that Alabamians will 
probably suffer about 5000 summer- 
related poisonings this year. He 
warns that poisonings increase by an 
alarming 20 percent during the 
summer months 

‘Not only do the number of 
poisonings increase but the severity 
f the poisonings also worsens 
during these vacation months,”’ Dr 
Geller said. 

He attributes the substantial 
increase to several factors: children 
are on vacation from school; home 
routines are disrupted; pesticides 
are in use; gasoline and pool 
chemicals are left out; snakes, 
spideres and harmful insects are 
lurking; and poisonous plants are 
growing and blooming. 

Dr. John Fisher, Pharm.D., 
issociate director of the Tuscaloosa- 
based center, notes that another 
reason for the increase in poisonings

during the summer months is that 
by spending greater amounts of time 
outdoors, people simply come in 
contact with toxic materials, plants, 
and animals more frequently 

‘Almost all poisonings could be 
prevented if people would take active 
measures to deal with the dangers 
lurking within the ‘safety’ of their 
own homes,”’ Dr. Fisher said. 

‘‘Many pesticide poisonings 
could be avoided if people would 
only follow the directions of how to 
use the poison and avoid storing the 
poison in any type food cont ainer,”’ 
Dr, Fisher added. 

Dr. Geller said that summer 
poisonings do not limit themselves to 
children. ‘‘Adults tend to get 
harmful substances in their eyes, on 
their skin and in their lungs by 
inhalation when using products 
carelessly or improperly. Also, 
poisonous plants, snakes and 
harmful insects do not discriminate 
between ages,’’ Dr. Geller said. 

Should a poisoning occur, the 
Alabama Poison Center offers these 
tips: 

INHALED POISONS 
Immediately get the person to fresh 
air. Avoid breathing fumes. Open 
doors and windows wide. If the 
victim's not breathing, begin CPR. 

POISON ON SKIN - Remove 
contaminated clothing and flood skin 
with water for ten (10) minutes. Then 
wash gently with soap and water and 
rinse, 

POISON IN EYES - Flood eye 
with lukewarm water poured 2 or 3 
inches from the eye. Repeat for 20 
minutes. Have patient blink as much 
as possible while flooding the eye.

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday afternoon under the 
leadership of chairman Bill Cowart. 
Past chairman Butch Oggs was 
absent from the meeting. 

The first item of business was 
opening of bids for the purchase of 
new tables to be used in the 
elementary lunchroom. Three bids 
were submitted; however, two of 
them didn’t meet specifications, and 
the lone bidder with proper 
requirements was Terrell Enter- 
prises of Greenville, Ala., with a bid 


of $11,025. This bid was accepted. 
The two unsuccessful bidders 
offered the requested table with 
attached stools, but they had a bar 
across the bottom that could cause a 
child to stumble, and this was 
specifically prohibited in the 
specifications, 

Board members were told by 
Supt. Bill Crews that he had been

New commissioner to be elected in September 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
July 14, at the courthouse in Elba 
and heard county attorney Warren 
Rowe report that the county had 
settled out of court a _ lawsuit 
concerning a request for redistricting 
the commission, and that a special 
election would be held on Sept. 2, 
1986, to elect a new commissioner 
from a predominantly black district. 

Rowe stated the plan, yet to be 
approved by the federal court, would 
create seven districts in Coffee 
County, with all seven com- 
missioners to seek re-election in 
1988. The probate judge, currently 
the chairman of the commission, will 
become a non-voting member when 
the new seventh commissioner takes 
office in November and will be 
removed from the commission 
entirely in 1989 when the complete 
seven-member board takes office at 
the same time. 

Beginning in 1989, the 
commission annually will pick one of 
its members as chairman and the 
position will rotate with a new 
chairman to _ preside every 
12 months. 

The new commissioner will be 
selected by the qualified voters in 
District 5 at the Sept. 2 primary, with 
a runoff set for Sept. 23 if needed. 
The commissioner will take office 
after the general election in 
November. 

‘*The new district lines have been 
determined,’’ said Rowe, ‘‘and it 
will be a monumental task to 
determine the qualified voters in the 
district. A list of qualified voters 
must be published by early August, 
and the deadline will cause a 
problem for those having to compile 
the list.’ 

The lawsuit was originally 
brought against Crenshaw County; 
however, the suit later became a 
class action suit and several counties 
were added, including Coffee, which 
contended the county’s method of 
electing commissioners was legal. 
The settlement ends the county's 
legal fight and brings about a new 
age of electing commissioners in 
Coffee County County, as in all 
future elections only the voters in 
each district will select their 
commissioner. 

All members of the commission 
were present at Monday’s meeting, 


including newly-appointed 
commissioner Robert Stephens, who 
sat in the gallery and viewed the 
goings-on simply as a_ spectator. 
Stephens was appointed Saturday by 
Goy. George Wallace to complete the 
unexpired term of Billy Paul Owens, 
who died last week following a 
massive heart attack. 


After opening the meeting with a 
moment of silent prayer in 
remembrance of the late 
Commissioner Owens, the 
members discussed recent bids 
received on materials to build a new 
multi-purpose facility at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton. 

The county has received a 
$25,000 grant to aid in the 
construction of the facility and also 
has a pledge of another $100,000 
from the governor; however, the 
original bids were in excess of the 
money now on hand and the 
commission delayed action on the 
bids until it could study the bids and 
alternate means of financing. The 
commission stated at Monday's 
meeting that it would borrow funds 
from a different county fund and 
accept the low bid of $31,078 from 
the Andalusia Development 
Company. The work will be done by 
county labor and the funds will be 
repaid when additional funds arrive. 

Two representatives of invest- 
ment companies reviewed the 
highly-publicized cafeteria plan of 
saving tax dollars for employees and 
the employer and the commission 
took both plans under advisement. 
The plan will reportedly save the 
employees money through varied 
methods of deduction and could save 
thewounty anywhere from $12,000 to 
$18,000 a year. 

Virgil Coleman, owner of a 
fineral home in Elba, addressed the 
commission about a problem facing 
many funeral home operators: how 
to collect the cost of burials from 
indigent cases. Coleman stated he 
buries about a dozen people each 
year without any payment of any 
kind, and said he has already buried 
seven people this year who had no 
form of insurance and no money in 
the bank. He reported he could not 
go on bearing the cost of all indigent 
burials, but also couldn’t refuse to 
bury a deceased person. He asked 
the county if it could possibly aid in 


the cost of such funerals; the 
commission stated it didn't have the 
funds, but would look for an answer. 

The voting house in Beat 21 was a 
topic of discussion as the owner of 
the property on which the voting 
house stands asked the commission 
if the voting house could possibly be 
moved. 

David Taylor, who lives next to 
the voting house and owns the 
property on which it stands, said he 
cuts the grass around the voting 
house and has to keep up the 
property, yet on voting days he can’t 
even use his driveway. He asked the 
commission to consider moving the 
voting house, or at least live up to 
the agreement signed when the land 
for the house was first given. 

The commission agreed to live up 
to the terms of the agreement, but 
told Taylor that it had a 25-year 
lease with a 25-year option and had 
no plans to abandon or move the 
voting house. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***adopted the minutes of the 
previous meeting with a slight 
revision; 

***made a $1,000 donation to the 
Coffee County Association for 


Retarded Citizens to aid in the 
expense of operating summer camp; 
***approved plans to resurface 
portions of County Roads 21, 54 and 
80, and to do spot-leveling on Roads 
107, 77, 16 and 4; 

***was told paving would be 
completed next week on the Shiloh 
Road; 

***anproved a request to transfer 
$500 from one fund to another in the 
revenue commissioner's office; 
***approved a request to allow all 
commissioners and the county 
administrator to attend a County 
Commission Workshop in 
Tuscaloosa on August 25-26; 
***stated it would meet with 
department heads next week to 
discuss ways of cutting back on 
utility costs and ways of staying 
within the budget; 

***apreed to let Crimestoppers hold 
wrestling at the Farm Center with 
the proceeds to be divided among 
five county agencies; 

***was told that federal funds were 
available to make the intersection of 
Highways 125 and 167 north of 
Victoria safer to motorists; and 
***reported water service was back 
on to the residents of the Shiloh 
Community.

_ The Dothan Civic Center was overflowing with patriotism and 
Southern hospitality when President Ronald Reagan made his historic 


Thousands of volunteers spent countless hours preparing for the 
event. Red, white and blue balloons hung in massive arrangements 
from the ceiling, and banners with special messages for the president 


The banners told President Reagan that Wiregrass people support 
him with messages like ‘‘We support tax reform,’’ ‘‘Liberty rings over 
Dothan," ‘‘We need a strong America,'’ ‘‘Proud 2-B an American,” 
and ‘Welcome to the Wiregrass Mr. President.”’ 

Long banquet tables held bouquets of fresh carnations, and large 
platters of food and watermelon fruit baskets. 

Twenty-five hundred people joined the president for a lunch which 
included fried chicken, lima beans, mashed potatoes and gravy, fresh 
fruit, brownies, and of course, peanuts. After all, the president was 
visiting the peanut capitol of the world, 

The waitresses who served the food were volunteers; most of them 
said they had never been ‘waitresses’ before - except at home with 


One lady said she had worried all night she might spill something. 
Another, who actually served the president, said it had ‘Crossed her 
mind more than once’’ that she might spill something. 

Each of the forty ladies who worked as ‘waitresses’ had to be 
cleared by the Secret Service two days in advance. 

But all agreed that ‘‘it was a pleasure and an honor"’ to even get to 


Among those who helped provide entertainment for the president's 
visit were two of Elba’s own - Ben Mallory and Kent Morrow, both 
members of Troy State University’s summer band. j 

The crowd waved flags and tapped their feet to the music as they 
anxiously awaited the arrival of the president. 

The president's table was set in the main arena in front of the 
podium, and he especially requested that a local person not inyolved in 
politics sit with him, The honor went to Mrs. Louise Cramer, a retired 


Mrs. Cramer said she reminded the president that he was in the 
South, and to go right ahead and eat his ehicken with his hands. 
As early as 7:30 a.m. Thursday morning, lines were beginning to 
form at the entrances to the Civic Center. 


Musical entertainment was provided by a Dixieland Jazz Band and 
the Troy State University Summer Band, rendering such melodies as 
‘Alabama Jubilee,’’ ‘‘'God Bless America,’’ ‘‘This is My Country,”’ 


Although the building was not opened until 10 a.m., by 11 a.m, the 
Civic Center was filled. The president arrived at noon, 


President Reagan had said that 
he wanted to take his tax program 
‘*down home”’ to the grassroots, and 
that is exactly what he did when he 
came to the Wiregrass last 
Thursday. 

Reagan joined about 2500 others 
in the Dothan Civic Center for a 
‘down home’’ Southern meal and 
patriotic entertainment before 
delivering his tax address. 

The president was overwhelmed 
by the welcome he received. In 
addition to the 2500 who cheered him 
on at the Civic Center, an estimated 
crowd of 10,000 lined the streets of 
Dothan to wave and cheer the 
presidential motorcade. 

I've always wondered why it 
says in Genesis, ‘Let us go unto 
Dothan,’ "' the president quipped. 
‘Now I'm beginning to get the idea. 

“I think the only thing better 
than Southern hospitality is Southern 
cooking,"’ he said, He had just been 
served fried chicken, mashed 
potatoes and gravy, lima beans, 
fresh fruit, rolls, brownies, peanuts 
and lots of iced tea. 

Turning to more serious matters, 
Reagan discussed his tax proposal, 
saying that Alabama's senators and 
the representative from this district 
had given his program strong 
support. 

Sen. Howell Heflin (D-Ala.), Sen. 
Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.) and 
Congressman Bill Dickinson (R-Ala) 
made the trip to Dothan with the 
president, 

The president's program would 
simplify the income tax program by 
reducing the number of tax brackets. 
Although there are currently about 
14 different tax brackets, the 
president is pushing for two brackets 
for individuals and a_ third for 
corporations. The individual tax 
brackets would be 15 and 27 percent, 
while the corporation bracket would 
be 33 percent, 

“Under this new and simpler 
system, the average tax burden on 
individuals would be cut by 6.4 
percent. That works out to some 
$215 a year in savings for the 
average taxpayer, ' he said.

The bill is currently in a 
conference committee, made up of 
members of both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate. 

Reagan said he would not 
Support any bill unless it allows for 
strong economic growth, simplifica- 
tion of taxes and growth for the 
future. He said he wanted the bill to 
“help the middle class - who get up 
and go to work and support their 
churches and charities.’’ 

Although some taxes would 
actually be lower under the new 
provision, the president said the 
federal government would be in 
better shape because ‘‘large 
corporations could not escape being 


taxed,”’ 

“Income tax was originally 
defined by nine words. Now it takes 
a 57-foot-long shelf to hold all the 
volumes of income tax regulations,’’ 
Reagan said. 

Reagan said that he has been 
working toward tax reform since he 
was first elected in 1980, when ‘‘the 
country was in the most serious 
economic turmoil since the Great 
Depression. 

‘At that time the critics of my 
economic plan called it 
‘Reaganomics,’ *’ he said, ‘Since 


things have gotten better, they've 


stopped talking about Reaganomics. 


“Isn't it great to pull up to a gas 


Before leaving the president pro- 
duced a ‘‘tax ax’’ that had been 
presented to him by Senator Denton 
on a previous trip to Alabama. 

“Now I must get back to 
Washington and put it to good use,”’ 
he said. 


President Reagan said his trip to 
Dothan reminded him ‘‘how 
important it is to get out among the 
people. 

‘You've let me return to the real 
America, and I thank you."
